(2) Every Icmponu'y employee in the reKular establish- 
ment whether recruited bcl’oio oj- after the 1st 
January, 1969 who holds no substantive appoint- 
ment but is subscribing or is required to subscribe

to continue or to come over under the General Pro- 
vident Fund Scheme : 

Provided that in the event of death of a temporary 
employee recruited on or after the 1st January, 
1969, who had put in. more than one yearV 
continuous service and bad failed to exercise 
option within the specified period, family pen- 
sion may be sanctioned under the Family Pen- 
sion Scheme, to the family of the deceased em- 
ployee on the merit of his case at the discretion
